Huerta Replacing Civil Governors— 
Endeavors to Placate Maderists. 


MEXICQ “ITY, Feb. 23.—Already there 
are more anilitary men*’ocecupying~ public 
posts in Mexico than since the days of 
Porfirio Diaz. Gen. Federico..Garza is 
Governor of the. Federal District, and 
from Monterey comes the news that Gen. 
Geronimo -Trevino has beeh made Gov- 
ernor of the Staté of Nuevo Leon, suc- 
ceeding Gev. Villareal, father-in-law of 
the late Gustavo Madero, who resigned. 
Gen, Trevino was ‘made Governor by the 
Legislature, and the War Department has 
a aba permission for him to accept the 
post. 

Fro Chihuahua news has-been re- 
ceived that Gen. Antonio Rabago prob- 
ably will be Governor of that State, suc- 
ceeding Absahatin Gonzales, ‘an ardent Ma- 
derista, who-was arrested Iast night. Gon- 
zales casi sd Was Minister of the In- 
terior. 

Only. tw } States have failed to recognize 
the new Government, but at the National 
Palace a lively hope is expressed that the 
envoys sent.to them will be.successful in 
arranging for their adherenee.

Of the male members of the Madero 
family only two'’are now in the capital. 
One is Francisco. Madero, the father, 
who bitterly opposed his son's revalution 
in 1910, and rode across Northern Mex- 
ico in an effort to overtake and dis- 
suade him; the other is Ernesto Ma- 
dero, the former Minister of Finance, an 
uncle, though only a year older than the

Formal Action by Government.

The President summoned his 
Cabinet, and after apprising his Min- 
isters of the occurrance, issued an offi- 
cial, announcement.

SUAREZ KINDLY AND POPULAR. 


Rose from Obscurity to be Vice Pres- 
ident at the Age of 33. 


Jose Maria Pino Suarez was barely 35- 
years old, and had never been heard of in 
public until the outbreak of the Madero 
revolt, save as a lawyer in Merida, Yuca- 
tan, where he had carried on a small prac- 
tice. He was over six:feet tall, but of 
slight ‘figure. When he got an inkling of 
Madero’s intentions to Jead a revolution- 
against Porfirio Diaz, he issued a small 
paper, or circular, in which he came out 
strongly for “reform.” It did not take 
long for President Diaz’s soldiers to trace 
the sheet to Suarez, and in 1909 he fled to 
San Antonio, and later got into personal 
touch with Madero. They became fast 
friends at their first meeting. 

During the hardest. battles of the Ma- 
dero revolution Suarez was constantly in 
tovich with the unfortunate leader. ‘As 
soon as Diaz resigned, Madero. brought 
pressure ‘to bear which resulted in Suarez 


being elected Governor of Yucatan, from 
which office he was elevated to the Vice

STATE AID IN TUBERCULOSIS. 


Charities Board ‘Would Establish Dis- 
trict Hospitals. 

ALBANY, Feb. 23.—The State should 
establish district hospitals for the care 
ef. incipient and curable cases of tuber- 
culosis, in the opinion of the’State Board 
of Charities. In a. formal statement, is- 
sued to-day, the board says: 

“This board is satistied. that the pres- 

ent methods of combating the spread of 
tuberculosis in this State have accom- 
plished good results, particularly in ‘the 
way of diffusing information with respect 
to the nature of the disease. and the gen- 
eral methods necessary for its control.

INTEREST ‘ON TAX MONEYS. 

The House Committee . on Expendi- 
tures in the Treasury Department finds 
that the Treasury’s methods regarding 
the surplus are ‘‘ crude,  unbusinesslike, 
unprofitable, and discriminatory.”’ The 
specification is that the Treasury has 
neglected to collect from its bank de- 
posits $36,600,923 ‘in interest! over “a 
term: of years. But the committee does 
not. find that the Treasury ‘has been 
administered otherwise than according 
to law, which serves to transfer such 
blame as there is to those providing 
the rules according to which the. Treas- 
ury does business. 

To‘begin at the beginning, Congress 
ought not to create such a surplus as 
our methods provide.' To say that a 
surplus is necessary as the.only method 
of lessening the evil effects of-.our 
banking and currency laws is only to 
lay a second and greater responsibility 
at the doors of Congress. And the 
fact that the Treasury must use the 
surplus: fér this purpose dispenses it 
from the duty of using the surplus as 
a means of earning interest. If the 
Government had put out at interest the 
sums which it has held in hand against 
a day of need in panic it would have 
earned a still; further, total of interest 
of $47,610,000. ‘But if it should earn 
the interest it could not relieve panics, 
and could not avert the regular squeeze 
in the money market at\the crop-mov- 
ing period by the meré exhibition of 
the funds ‘available for this use, even 
though they are not used. 

The committee’s proposal that thie 
Treasury surplus shall be let out:to the 
highest bidder is as mistaken as its 
criticism’ of the Treasury’s methods. 
tn 1907 there were many localities 
which could and would have. overbid 
New York for the use of the funds with 
which, New York imported $100,000,- 
000 of gold, and placed that gold at the 
use of the éntiré country instead. of 
‘reserving it for its own needs.. There 
is no other city in the country which 
coneéives itself under any such fe- 
sponsibility, or ‘which has the facilities 
for discharging such a duty. No pos-

The great gifts of Margaret E. Sangster 
were commemorated yesterday afternoon 
in a’ service hell at the Marble Collegiate 
Church at Twenty-ninth Stfeet arid’ Fifth 
Avenue, ‘Had’ she’ lived Mrs, Sangster 
would have been 75 years 6Jd. on Wash- 
ingtgn’s Birthday, so yesterday. afternopa 
was selected for the service, and thé 
church—which was. her church—wasg filled 
with men. and ‘women. who had known 
her, and with the girls, some grown 
now to middle age and beyond, who 
read her every line of prose. and verse 
back in. the seventies and eighties. 

This ‘thought was re ayy nee in the 

brief speech of introductio by Dr. 
Taleott Williams, Director of the Colum- 
bia School ‘of . Journalism: 
- “ She was the, Deborah of her day,” he 
said; “‘ who sat benéath' the palm tree df 
expression and judged the ‘tribe of 
women.’

Saturday, spent yesterday in’ ‘* seeing New 
York.” They enjoyed every minute of the 
day,.and' so did a considerable part ‘of the 
' youth of Manhattan and the. Bronx,’ for 
| wherever the warr iors wandered through 
| the city they were followed by a jostling 
but respectful crowd. | At 8 o'clock. this 
morning they will gather up the bundles 
containing their regalia and move on to- 
| Philadelphia, where Rodman Wanamaker, 


‘them East, will play host in showing them 
the sights of the Quaker City. 

All the chiefs, even the most venerable, 
were up early yestefday, impatient to go 
out and eye the trails and canons of New 
York. Only one, Two Moons, stayed be- 
hind.

OUR FLEET IN THIRD PLACE 


France’s Not Far Behind Us—Ger- 
many . Strengthens... Her . Second . 
Place—Britain Easily Foremost.

WASHINGTON; Feb. ' 23. — Chairman 
Padgett of the Naval Committee:of, the ;» 
House has réceiyved from Seefetary: Méyer | 
of the navy a special report prepared by | 
the Office of Naval Intelligenee on the} 
shipbguilding rivalry of the principal for- 
eign powers. It shows that Great Britain 
now has effective units: with-an aggregate! 
displacement of .2,478,152 tons, giving that 
navy its time-honored position as the 
most powerful afloat;. that. Germany, 
which has passed’ the United’ States, has; 
strengthened its hold ;on second place’ 
with a tonnage, tuilt and ,building,, of 
1,124,257, while the United States is third 
with a tonnage of 898,345, in vessels ‘built 
and building, and regarded as effective. 


try. .The aggregate displacement of the 
effective fighting units of the French 
fieet is given as 806,729, while Japan has 
fifth plaee with a displacemient of “13,724 
tons, Russia sixth with 459,207 tons, Italy 
seventh with 416,310 tons, and Austria 
eighth, with 260,751 tons. 
“The shipbuilding programmes of the 
principal naval powers,’’ says this report,. 
which is to be used in support of the Two- 
Battleship bill reported by the House 
Naval Committee, ‘‘ indicates an increase 
in warship construction. The new Rus- 
sian programme and the amendment of 
the German fleet law are particularly 
noteworthy. The shipyards are. working 
to their full capacity, and.a general ac- 
tivity is manifest. 

“The all-big-gun battleship has become 


the definite standard, and is now the only 
type of battleship under construction, The 
system employed by the United States’ in 
mounting all turrets on the centre ‘line 
lias been universally copied, and all ships 
laid down this year, including battle 
cruisers, are so desifned. The42-inch 
gun, so long the standard for battleships, 
has: ‘been discarded in favor of.a 13.5-inch 
or 14-inch gun for ships now under con- 
struction, while a 15-irch weapon is under 
construction. 

“The year has seen the completion of 
the new type of dreadnougnt,; namely, 
the Dante. Alighieri of the Italian Navy, 
the first ship in the world to be armed 
with a three-turret gun. This system of 
mounting guns has also been adopted in 
the Austrian and Russian Navies, while 
in France a four-turret has been pro- 
posed. 

“The battle cruisers that are being 
built by Great Britain, Germany, Russia, 
and Japan show a steady increase in 
tonnage. In fact, all new congtruction, 
including destroyers and. submarines, in- 
dicate an increase in displacement Min- 
ing ships and submarine .salvage ships" 
are now found in.all the prineipal navies; 
Italy and America are the only naval 
powers that continue to build torpedo. 
boats.’

BOSTON, Feb. 23:—Prof.: Lowell; in an 
interview published. to-day, overturns 
many . popular notions concerning the 
Pyramids of Egypt, “especially the Great 
Pyramid.’- The huge+ works. were built 
neither as temples nor tombs, he shows, 
but as astronomical. observatories, and 
their designers were the Chaldeans. 

He pointed out that the Great Pyramid 
was constructed as near as possible to 
the thirtieth parallel of latithde, a sig- 
nificant astronomic line, for at this. point 
the north pole was 30 degrees high, and 
at 30 degrees'a perpendicular line from it 
to the line pf sight was, at that eleva- 
tion, exactly half.as long as the line of 
sight itself. 
“This is, however, as nothing to what 
the interior reveals,’’ said Prof: Lowell. 
“ Upon the north face of the Great Pyra- 
mid a passage opens, descending for 350 
feet through tiers of stone at first, then 
through solid rock. This passage points 
to the north within four or five minutes 
in. azimuth, is perfectly straight, and is in- 
clined to the horizontal at an angle of 26 
degrees 26 minutes. The long straight 
hole suggests that it was used for looking 
at a star, for through it a bright star 
sabahet » seen by day. Its direction, more- 
over, its that the pole star might have 
been. th one in view.

REFORMED CHURCH FOR HIM 


Not. at All Pleased When Rockefeller 
Is. Named in Connection with a 
Bigger Chureh for His Pastorate. ~ 


The Rey. Dr; Charles F. Aked, former 
pastor of the Fifth Avenue Baptist Church, 
known as Mr. Rockefeller’s church, 
preached two sermons yesterday at the 
Madison Avenue Reformed Church at the 
corner of ¥iftysneventh § Street and Mad- 
ison Avenue. 

Dr, Aked is now on-a visit here from 


San Francisco, where he has filled’ a 
congregational pastorate for the last two 
ears. As many members of his former 
Congregational pastorate for the last two 
announced in April, 1911, that he found 
New York cold and its millionaires unre- 
sponsive and so was going to the Golden 
West in search of warmer-hearted men, 
they turned out in large numbers to hear 
him yesterday. ‘More than 200 of Dr. 
Aked’s former parishioners. remained 
after his first. sermon at the ‘morning 
service to greet him, and in the evening 
his-old friends were there in. greater 
numbers to see him, His reception by 
his , former parishioners ‘gave rise to a 
rumor. that his visit meant his coming 
removal fro mthe West to. become pastor 
of a leading ReformcG congregation here. 

One suggestion was that Mr, Rocke- 
feller was now willing to build the big 
church which Dr. Aked demanded before 
leaving New York as the only condition 
ken which he would remain. 

‘Rockefeller, Rockefeller, bosh!’”’ was 
the only comment Dr. Aked would make 
jwhen the name of the most conspicuous 
member of his fermer congregation was 
mention to him in connection with 
arte plans. -

aminer, the New York organ of the Bap- 
tist Church, took him to task without 
using fame. It jattacked the views 
of ‘“‘some clergymen” on the subject of 
baptism and referred to “ subversive ten- 
dencies that were leading to disaster. 
Dr. Aked quickly took up the attack as 
directed at him. personally and answered 
it. He took a stand so liberal, from the 
orthodox viewpoint, that his transition to 
Congregationalism a little later was 
looked upon as quite natural. Ft was 
pointed. to yesterday .as a*reason. why 
another transition into the. Reformed 
Church will not be difficult. : 

In renounci New York’ as a field of 
labor Dr. Aked: used this language: 

“TI can discover—it almost breaks: my 
heart to say it—only reasons why I should 
go. I could not contemplate a permanent 
ministry under present conditions. It has 
been affirmed-and. reaffirmed by me with 
eniphasis whieh. I have feared might be- 
come offensive: / At the corporate meet- 
ing of the church held Nov. 18,. 1910, I 
said in plain words that I did not come 
from England to become the minister of 
a Small community of Baptists. I came 
with great hopes, hopes which at that time 
I thought you shared. I thought that you 
were ready with vast enterprises. I fear 
now that these enterprises are such stuff 
as dreams are made of. “The span of a 
human life is short. My years are pass- 
ing. I cannot afford to wait. I have 
work to do in the world; if not here, then

Dr. Ak-d said at that time that he had 
spoken to-John D. Rockefeller about the 
need for a.new church, and that Mr. 
Rockefeller had replied: ‘* Doctor, if my 
life depended upon it, I could not say 
what is the wisest thing to do.” 

in the sermon yesterday.which restored 
the contact of Dr. Aked ‘with the members 
of his former New York congregation he 
used the same strong language his, parish- 
joners were accustomed to hear him use 
in denouncing the fear of the. churches to 
embrace new ideas. 

‘We do not fear death,” said he. ‘We 
are free’ from this bondage, and life is 
better worth living every day. There are 


grander thoughts for our thinking, there |. 


are grander worlds for our exploitation. 
But, with many of ‘us,’ the ‘emancipation 
from fear is not completed. We go through 
life fearing immaterial things that we 
have no more right to fear than’ we would 
fear a ghost .while crossing a cemetery. 
We fear Mrs. Grundy, some. of us, more 
than we. fear: God Almighty. How, the 
Church fears new ideas; how it denounces 
chem; how it stands against them. We 
do not know whether itis a. thought or. the 
mere modernnéss of a thought that makes 
it wicked. And yet this is what. we call 
our liberty.”
